Smidi said die seller of a 
vehicle in a private transaction 
should neva hand die ude ova io 
die buyer The mlc should be 
notarized to ensure that a record 
of the iransacuon is made oo the 
1 ude

buyer without having ihe 
transaction notarized 
Consequently, dierc was no legal 
record of the vehicle transfer on 
the tide in instances In which the 
buyer did not process the
